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INC Council Meets in Czechoslovakia

The nine members of the Council of the International 
Numismatic Commission met in Prague for three days of 
business meetings and friendly encounters with Czechoslovak 
numismatists, 25-27 May 1987. The Numismatic Commission 
of the Czechoslovakian Academy of Sciences, Doz. Dr. Jiří Sej- 
bal, President, and four other Czechoslovak numismatic institu- 
tions, in Prague, Brno, Nitra, and Bratislava, were hosts for the 
meeting. 

The Council's business began with the report of the President, 
who mentioned the four new members of the Commission, in- 
cluding the first member from the People's Republic of China; 
the publication of an index to the Survey of Numismatic Research 
1978-1984 by Raf Van Laere of Belgium (financed by the IAPN, 
which supported the publication of the Survey itself); and the 
smooth transition between himself, as ex-Secretary of the INC, 


and Raymond Weiller, the new Secretary. The new Treasurer, 
Leandre Villaronga, presented the Commission's accounts for 
1986 and the budget for 1987; the Commission ended the year 
with a balance of 198 SFr., avoiding a deficit thanks to dona- 
tions received at the Congress in London. Next year's budget 
is approximately 2,000 SFr. less than 1986's, due mainly to a 
reduction of more than 50% in the cost of the Newsletter. 
Villaronga stressed the importance of payment of dues in Swiss 
francs; payment in other currencies results in a net loss to the 
Commission of up to 1076. 

'The Council then heard reports on INC activities: Michael 
Bates reported on the first issue of the International Numismatic 
Newsletter under his editorship, which had 8 pages and was sent 
to nearly 300 addresses, and Weiller presented the Commission's 
Compte Rendu 33 for 1986, which includes the new Constitution 


of the Commission, reports on Commission activities in the past 
year, an obituary of Humphrey Sutherland, an appreciation of 
Edward T. Newell, and a history of the coin collection of the 
Kestner Museum, Hannover. To reduce publishing and postage 
costs the Compte Rendu will be sent only to members of the INC. 


The Congresses, 1986 and 1991 


John Kent reported on the experience of the organizers of the 
London International Numismatic Congress of 1986 (see the 
similar report by the Congress Secretary Ian Carradice in this 
issue of the INN), and a letter from Tony Hackens (acting for 
Maurice Colaert, President of the Société Royale de Numisma- 
tique de Belgique, who was ill) raised issues to be considered 
in the organization of the 1991 Brussels Congress. Both contribu- 
tions gave rise to extended and lively, if only preliminary, discus- 
sions. Weiller was appointed to represent the INC on the Belgian 
organizing committee for the Congress. 

The Council then considered the reports of the projects under 
the patronage of the Commission, including the Sylloge Nummorum 
Graecorum, Numismatic Literature, Coin Hoards, and the Lexicon 
Iconographicum Mythologiae Classicae. A new project, the subcom- 
mittee on the computerization of numismatic data, was also 
discussed (following approval of the project by the Commission 
at the Plenary Meeting last year). On the proposal of Terry Volk, 
he was appointed Secretary of the subcommittee, with Michael 
Bates to represent the Council as chair, and a tentative list of 
members was approved. The subcommittee may meet in 
Stockholm before the next Council meeting. 

In discussing future meetings of the Council, it was proposed 
to have a numismatic session at the 1990 meeting of the Con- 
grès International des Sciences Historiques in Spain. The theme 
of the Congress, which will almost coincide with the 400th an- 
niversary of Columbus' first voyage, will be the discovery and 
colonization of the Americas, an appropriate theme also for a 
numismatic session. More extended reports on the Council's 
business appear in this issue of the INN. 


Czech hospitality 


The visit was rich in professional and social contacts with the 
Czechoslovak numismatic community. The Council's activities 
began with a reception in the National Museum of Prague given 
by the Director, Dr. Adolf Cejchan, who was represented by the 
Vice-Director of the Museum, Dr. Jaroslav Vrchotka. Dr. Jar- 
mila Hašková, Director of the Numismatic Department, then 
led a tour of the Museum’s excellent coin exhibit, with descrip- 
tions by each of the specialists on the staff of his or her special 
area of the display. Earlier, Skaare (who is also President of the 
Norwegian Academy of Science and Letters) and Dr. Sejbal had 
been received by the President of the Czechoslovak Academy 
of Science, Dr. J. Riman, at the Presidium of the Academy. 

The nine Council members then set off in minibuses and cars 
for Brno, where they were guests for dinner of the Director of 
the Moravian Museum and the Numismatic Society of Brno. 
'The next morning's business meeting was held in the Coin 
Cabinet of the Museum, and was followed by a tour of the 
Numismatic Department and its large exhibition of coins and 


medals and then by lunch in the Museum Club, at a table in 
a Romanesque crypt. 


Slovak hospitality 


Once again in the cars, the Council went to Nitra, where they 
visited the Numismatic Department of the Archeological Institute 
of the Slovak Academy of Sciences, headed by PhDr. Eva 
Kolníková, and the rich Treasury of the museum of the Institute. 
Tuesday evening the Council were guests at a buffet reception 
given by Prof. Dr. Bohuslav Chropovskÿ, Director of the Ar- 
chaeological Institute in the grand salon of Nové Vozokany Cas-

tle. The Castle, an early twentieth century country villa with 
modern additions, is now the operating base of the Archaeological 
Institute. The Castle accomodated the Council for the night (one 
member slept in the same room used by Nikita Khrushchev three 
decades before) and provided them with breakfast, lunch, and 
a meeting room on Wednesday. 


In Bratislava 


In the afternoon, the Council went on to Bratislava and the 
Slovak National Museum, where they were received by Dr. Alojz 
Habovätiak, Director of the Museum, and Dr. Jozef Hlinka, 
Director of the Numismatic Department, and shown the 
numismatic gallery. The visit terminated with your editor, 
through his own negligence, being locked in the Coin Room for 
a few claustrophobic minutes as the Museum closed, but he was 
remembered and rescued by Dr. Hlinka and the party then left 
for Prague, to depart for their several destinations the following 
day. 

The Council agreed that their visit to Czechoslovakia, though 
strenuous, was most rewarding. All were impressed by the ex- 
cellence and elegance of the three numismatic exhibitions, which 
should be better known to numismatists in general, and by the 
intense level of scholarly numismatic activity in Czechoslovakia, 
which is obviously strongly supported by the national and 
regional governments and scientific academies. The Council are 
grateful for the warm and efficient hospitality shown by all our 
Czechoslovak colleagues. 


Index for Survey Published 


An index of authors mentioned in the Survey of Numismatic 
Research 1978-1984 has been prepared by Mr. Raf Van Laere 
and his colleagues of the Archief- en Documentatiecentrum in 
Hasselt, Belgium. The International Association of Professional 
Numismatists has generously agreed to pay for the printing of 
the index (by Cultura Press, Wetteren, printers of the Survey itself) 
in the same format as the survey. Dr. Ian Carradice, on behalf 
of the organizers of the London Congress, has undertaken to 
distribute the index without charge to all those who purchased 
the Survey as part of their Congress registration. A. G. van der 
Dussen b.v., Hondstraat 5, NL-6211 HW Maastricht, The 
Netherlands, agent for distribution of the Survey, will be respon- 
sible for distribution of the index to IAPN members and those 
who bought the survey from him. 


This Issue's Masthead 


The meeting of the INC Council in Czechoslovakia is the oc- 
casion for this issue's logo, with a special nod to the principal 
organizer of the visit, PhDr. Jity Sejbal, Director of the Coin 
Department of the Moravian Museum in Brno and President 
of the Numismatic Subcommittee of the Czechoslovak Academy 
of Sciences. The coin is a 1620 gold ten ducat issue of the 
Margraviate of Moravia from the mint of Olomouc. In 1619 the 
militant Protestant party in Moravia overthrew the provincial 
government of the king of Bohemia. With the Bohemians and 
others, the Moravians acknowledged Frederick V, son-in-law of 
James I of England and Scotland, as king, but real power in 
Moravia rested with a directorate of 30 Protestant leaders. 
Frederick is not mentioned on this coinage, issued in the name 
of the Margraviate of Moravia and with the crowned checkered 
eagle, the country's arms. Late in the year of this coin's issue, 
at the battle of the White Mountain near Prague, Frederick and 
the Protestant forces were defeated. Ferdinand II, the former 
ruler, returned to his throne with the power to crush the large 
landowners and the royal cities and to re-instate Catholicism as 
the dominant faith. 
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| The reverse of the issue, which included various denomina- 

tions in gold and silver, shows a church steeple enwreathed by 
a vine, the word UNIO, “union,” the legend VIREBO TE 
STANTE, “I will flourish while you stand,’’ and the initials of 
the minter, Balthazar Zwirner. The example shown (photograph 
supplied by Dr. Richard G. Doty) is in the National Numismatic 
Collection of the Smithsonian Institution, Washington.

INC Computer Subcommittee Set Up 


The Council received from Mr. Terry Volk of the Fitzwilliam 
Museum, Cambridge, a detailed proposal for the operations of 
the new INC subcommittee on computerization of numismatic 
data that was approved in principle at the meeting of the full 
Commission in London in September 1986. 

Volk proposed that Michael Bates, as a Vice-President of the 
Commission and an experienced computer user, would be the 
obvious candidate for the Chair of the new subcommittee, while 
Volk himself could undertake the responsibilities of the 
Secretariat of the subcommittee for a few years. 

The membership of the subcommittee should represent all in- 
stitutions with established computerization projects, leaving the 
institution to choose representatives at particular meetings of the 
subcommittee as appropriate to the main subject matter of the 
discussion. Institutions represented would include those with a 
co-ordinating role in countries or regional groupings not other- 
wise represented. In addition, certain individual scholars with 
practical experience or technical expertise could also take part 
in the subcommittee's work. 

The preliminary member list includes institutions from 
Austria, West Germany, Switzerland, France, Italy, Spain and 


Portugal (which have a formal agreement for co-operation in this 
field), Scandinavia, The Netherlands, Poland, Hungary, the 
UK, and the USA. Volk's proposals for officers and members 
of the subcommittee were approved by the Council. 


Goals of the subcommittee 


The subcommittee's main goals would be to share the hard- 
won experience of pioneering institutions, and to realize effec- 
tive communication among the world's numismatic databases. 
Creation of a true data network is beyond the means of the INC 
or its subcommittee, so the role of the sub-committee will be 
primarily that of informing, advising, and encouraging. 

Areas of immediate concern include: 


* the creation of a register of projects, which will be based 
on a questionnaire to be included in the next INN 

* the establishment of common standards for the use of 
video-disks for numismatic data while the use of this 
technology is still at an early stage 

* the establishment of agreed data categories for numis- 
matic databases 

* rules for transliteration of languages with non-Roman 
scripts 

* rules for storage of data from metal analyses 

* exchange of information in the field of computerized 
numismatic bibliography and library cataloging. 


A meeting in Stockholm to prepare a more detailed scheme 
is a possibility for coming months. In the meantime, interested 
parties are invited to write to Volk or Bates with ideas for fur- 
ther discussion. Brief discussions of numismatic computer pro- 
blems are also invited for the INN.

10th International Numismatic Congress: 
Secretary's Report 


Planning for the London Congress began only six weeks after 
the Berne Congress, with the first meeting of a Steering Com- 
mittee at the British Museum on November 1st, 1979. By 
January 1982, when the Congress Organising Committee was 
forraed, certain major decisions had already been taken, such 
as the date, place (city) and outline structure of the Congress. 


At this point some key appointments were also made: a 
Secretary and Treasurer for the Committee and chief editors for 
the various sections of the Survey of Numismatic Research. By the 
summer of 1982 the Survey was being planned in detail, a V.I.P. 
to open the Congress had been found (a necessarily early step 
because of the busy schedules such people have), and a Con- 
gress meetings venue was provisionally booked. 


For the next two years planning progressed at a leisurely pace. 
A Congress Fund was set up and advice was sought on fund rais- 
ing and on legal matters. In the summer of 1984 the first notice 
publicising the Congress was prepared, translated and sent out 
through various numismatic societies world-wide. The tear-off- 
card design meant that the returned forms could be filed. Because 
we did not computerise our applications this was most 
important—the blue forms remained the key to our administra- 
tion of the Congress right to the end. 


Congress gathered momentum 


From this point the Congress began to gather a momentum 
of its own: potential participants and speakers began to appear 
daily in the shape of small blue cards, and the Congress sud- 
denly became a not-so-distant reality, threatening to consume 
more and more of the Secretary's time. The Organising Com- 
mittee began to meet more frequently; events for inclusion in 
the programme were planned; speakers for ‘‘major papers’’ were 
selected and invited. Money for the Congress Fund was arriv- 
ing in the form of donations from the trade and from individuals, 
and grants from educational funding bodies. Organisations also 
agreed to help by sponsoring receptions and financing visitors. 

À Finance Sub-Committee was given responsibility for prepar- 
ing a Congress budget; our chief difficulty was to work out how 
the costs of the various elements that made up the Congress (some 
of which might be covered by sponsorship) could be converted 
into an affordable Congress fee, when we had no idea how many 
participants might in the end arrive. Meanwhile, in the sum- 
mer of 1985 the UK Numismatic Trust was formed to administer 
the business of the Congress. This meant that the two sponsor- 
ing societies, the Royal Numismatic Society and the British 
Numismatic Society, would not have the Congress accounts in- 
cluded in their tax assessments: the new charity was a separate 
legal entity. 

By now the Congress programme was beginning to shape 
itself; the main problem was uncertainty over the funding for, 
and hence participation of, a number of visitors, in particular

from eastern Europe and India. However, by the end of 1985 
a Congress fee had been agreed and the prospectus and applica- 
tion forms were ready for printing. These were sent out early 
in 1986 and from this point the administration of the Congress 
became almost a full-time job for the Secretary and newly- 
appointed Assistant Secretary. 


Forms begin to arrive 


'The Committee still met to discuss various details, but as pro- 
blems arose decisions were required on a day-to-day basis and 
these had to be made usually by the Secretary or Treasurer. The 
arrival of completed application forms and subscriptions was

closely monitored; more than 500 participants were needed for 
the Congress to break even, but when the official ‘‘closing date’? 
was reached only 405 applications had been received. We need 
not have worried though; in the end there was a sufficent number 
of “‘late’’ applications for us not just to recover costs, but to make 
a healthy profit. 


Frantically busy summer 


The summer of 1986 was frantically busy but all the numerous 
separate elements gradually fell into place: the Survey and History 
of the Royal Numismatic Society appeared in print, bookings were 
confirmed and deposits were paid for accommodation, events, 
etc.; the lecture programme was drafted and chairmen appointed, 
and plans for the opening ceremony were finalised. 


The programme was printed only one week before the Con- 
gress was due to begin. Some participants had been wishing to 


see it for months, but non-confirmation of attendance by a large 
number of speakers precluded an earlier printing—what use 
would a programme be containing 100 **speakers'” who had not 
yet enrolled for the Congress? 


During that last week before the Congress we were faced with 
putting together 600 Congress packs containing various different 
enclosures (tickets for receptions, excursion, etc). There were 
also logistical matters to be sorted out—transportation of material 
from the British Museum to the Congress venue, provision of 
audio-visual facilities, etc. At this point the Congress relied very 
heavily on volunteers, mostly staff from the British Museum coin 
room, but also members of the Royal Numismatic Society and 
British Numismatic Society, and various friends and relations. 
By the Sunday afternoon of September 8th we were ready to deal 
with the registration of hundreds of visitors. 


Lessons for the future 


Looking back at the organisation of the Congress it is possi- 
ble to identify a number of points which may be worth men- 
tioning for the advice of organisers of future similar events. 


1. Planning: allow the maximum time possible and keep 
monitoring all work. Also, careful planning for administrative 
convenience is vital: for instance options for additional payment 
like lunches and accomodation should be kept as simple as possi- 
ble in the application form. 


2. Funding: explore every possible source. If a professional 
congress organiser is engaged there is an obvious need for much 
more funding than a ''do-it-yourself'' organisation, such as was 
used for London. On the other hand, we had to rely on the 
generosity and co-operation of our employers (notably the British 
Museum) for tolerating the intrusion of the Congress into our 
time. 


Staffing 


3. Labour: we relied very heavily on volunteers at all stages 
of preparation for the Congress; we could not have managed 
without them. Equally, we also could not have managed without 
our one paid employee, the Assistant Secretary. 


4. Officers: Certain duties in the planning stage should be 
clearly identified and given to individuals. On the basis of our 
experience, I would suggest the following: a) General organiser, 
who must have an assistant; b) Treasurer/finance officer; c) Ac- 
commodation officer (who should have an assistant during the 
Congress); d) Grants officer; e) Social events organiser. 


5. At the Congress: we found we needed large, not small, lec- 
ture rooms. Continuous availability of refreshments, as opposed 
to set breaks, worked satisfactorily. Volunteers were needed for 
various jobs, including provision and distribution of abstracts, 
signs, projectors, etc. We lacked suitable on-the-spot office 
facilities, particularly photo-copying and typing. We also regret 
not having thought of engaging an official photographer. 


There are, no doubt, many other aspects of the Congress and 
its organisation that could be commented upon; those involved 
in preparing the London event will, of course, be willing to pass 
on the benefit of their experience to those who have to prepare 
for the next one. 


Council to Meet in Copenhagen Next Year 


The Council accepted the invitation of the Royal Collection 
of Coins and Medals, National Museum, Copenhagen, to meet 
there in 1988. The probable dates will be 29 May-1 June. 

The 1989 meeting is proposed for Luxembourg, as guests of 
the Cabinet des Médailles of the Musée d'Histoire et d'Art. The 
location will facilitate meetings with Belgian colleagues planning 
the 1991 International Numismatic Congress. 


Treasurer Reports INC Financial Status 


Sr. Leandre Villaronga, Treasurer of the International 
Numismatic Commission, presented to the Council the Com- 
mission's accounts for 1986 and projected budget for 1987. For 
1986, total expenses were 22,216.40 SFr., leaving a positive 
balance of 198 SFr. at the end of the year. This favorable out- 
come was the result of gifts totalling 480.15 SFr. collected by 
the former treasurer, Prof. Herbert A. Cahn, at the meeting of 
the Commission in London. 

For 1987, budgeted expenses will be reduced to 20,100 SF n. 
leaving a projected surplus of 2,198 SFr. The changes in pro- 
jected expenses are an increase of 1,000 SFr. in travel, reflec- 
ting higher air fares to Czechoslovakia, and a decrease of some 
3,600 SFr. in Newsletter expenses, saved by the free use of the 
ANS typesetting facilities for producing the INN as well as its 
lighter weight which reduces postage expenses. 

Sr. Villaronga noted that the INC suffers some losses and in- 
convenience because a few institutions pay the annual dues (200 
SFr.) in other currencies. The loss from exchange fluctuations 
and bank charges can amount to as much as 10% of the pay- 
ment. In the future, all members are requested to pay the sum 
of 200 SFr. by international money order to account 10-217,970 
of the Société de Banque Suisse, rue Aeschenvorstadt 1, CH-4002 
Basel, Switzerland.

Museum. 

It has now been decided to site the museum in one of the two 
additional tower blocks for the Bank's headquarters in Kuala 
Lumpur that were completed in 1986. The museum will open 
to the public in 1988. A design consultant was hired last July 
to assist in the design and construction of the galleries. The 
following themes are planned for this phase: primitive money; 
money of the pre-colonial period, of the colonial period, and of 
the post colonial period; Central Bank of Malaysia currency 
issues; and world currencies. The curator is Ms. Ragayah bt.

Box 10922, Jalan Kuching, 50929 Kuala Lumpur, Malaysia).

Dr. Herbert A. Cahn, representative of the INC on the board 
of the Lexicon Iconographicum Mythologiae Classicae, sent a report 
to the Council on the LIMC's progress in the past year:

In the series Sveriges Mynthistoria: Landskapsinventeringen, the col- 
lected publication of all Swedish coin finds, province by province, 


Östergötland and Ångermanland have so far appeared. Dalarna is in 
print and Uppland 1-2 is in preparation. 


Lajos Huszár, former keeper of the National Museum of 
Hungary's Coin Cabinet, has in press The mintage of the principality 
of Transylvania (in German), with a detailed description of all coin 
types minted in the territory from the epoch of Prince János Zsig- 
mond until the death of Maria Theresa (16th-18th centuries). 
The volume, of some 460 pages with 2300 illustrations, is the 
first such work since the 1901 Resch catalogue. 


Dr. Niklot Klüssendorf, Hessisches Landesamt für 
geschichtliche Landeskunde, Marburg (BRD), is studying the 
Niederhone hoard of 17th century gold coins as an important 
episode in the evolution of numismatics as a science. The 
discovery of this hoard in 1780 led to the famous decree of 
Frederick II, Landgrave of Hesse-Kassel, which Sir George Hill 
called an example of singular enlightenment in the juridical treat- 
ment of coin hoards in the late 18th century. The hoard itself 
is still unpublished, and was dispersed in 1923-24, when large 
parts of the Kassel Public Collection had to be sold in the course 
of financial operations of the Museum. 


For his study on medieval Venetian coinage, Alan M. Stahl, 
Curator of Medieval Coins at the American Numismatic Socie- 
ty, is seeking information on unpublished finds of Venetian coins, 
as well as photos of coins of Venice before 1473 for a photo 
corpus.

Numismatic Literature Report 


The Council received the following report from Candace 
Carter, International Editor of Numismatic Literature, published 
by the American Numismatic Society under the auspices of the 
International Numismatic Commission. 

NL 116, September 1986, contained 1,000 titles and abstracts. 
The International Editor and the Contributing Editors have been 
successful in their endeavor to enlarge the size of the journal. 
Two more countries now participate on the board of Con- 
tributing Editors, the People's Republic of China and Jordan. 

At a meeting of the International Editor and Contributing 
Editors at the International Numismatic Congress in September 
1986, recommendations were made for changes in format and 
content, which were incorporated in NL 117. New sections were 
introduced in order to distinguish the different fields of ancient 
numismatics, including Celtic, Punic, Etruscan, and Iberian, 
all of which had previously been included in the Greek section, 
and Ancient Near East, including areas formerly divided bet- 
ween Greek, Near and Middle East, and India. The Con- 
tributing Editors are also attempting to enlarge the scope of their 
contributions to include more material from non-numismatic 
journals. NL 117 listed 923 titles. 
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The International Editor and Contributing Editors are in- 
terested in suggestions regarding NL, which can be sent either 
to the editor for a particular country, as listed in the front of 
the journal, or to Miss Carter at the ANS. 

Numismatic Literature, published twice a year, is the abstract 
bibliography of current publications in numismatics. Subscrip- 
tions are available from the ANS at $10.00 including postage.
